England's spiritualists, however, 
had regarded it as a ‘‘test case.’ 
They haa retained Sir Patrick.Hast- 
ings, considered in many quarters to 
be one of London’s ablest lawyers, 
to defend Miss Phillimore. hey 
produced Sir Arthur and Sir Oliver 
as the weightiest authorities they 
could summon. 


Outcome Was Inconclusive. 


The outcome of the case was in- 
conclusive. Mrs. Cantlon was or- 
dered to pay $50 in costs and Miss 


Phillimore $100. The Magistrate said 
he considered both guilty, but would 
ive them the benefit of the doubt. 
he summonses were therefore dis- 
missed because they were both first 
offenders. 

The case did, however, give the 
spiritualists a chance to express their 
serious convictions on the problem 
of life after death. The questioning 
of Sir Arthur and Sir Oliver was all 
in a serious vein. At the outset, Sir 
Arthur insisted that the Spiritualist 
Alliance was principally concerned in 
studying the facts, the causes and 
the possibilities of receiving mes- 
sages from the dead.

Avoi tical controversy after 
the Labor Party attack, Mr. Baldwin 
acknowledged at the outset that the 
state of permanent unemployment 
might properly be considered a na- 
tional emergency. He called on em- 
ployers to give jobs be ber to the 
wor in the same spirit as they 
cared for veterans. of the World War 
when. they returned from-the front. 

The Government, Mr. Baldwin said, 
had three major plans for copin: 
with the crisis. It would spee 
freight rate reductions on coal, which 
had been contemplated under Wins- 
ton Churchill’s scheme of rating re- 
form, put them in force in De- 
cember of this year instead of the 
following October. It would lend 
money to any workman in any de- 
pressed area to enable him to go to 
some other part of the Empire where 
a job was assured and allow him to 
pay the debt in small instalments 
spread over a long period. It would 
continue the export credits guaran- 
tee an additional two years after 
pe aggre 1929. when it is due to 
apse. 

Mr. Baldwin also announced that 
Lord Lovat, Under Secretary of the 
Dominions Office,, would leave in a 
few days to visit Canada, Australia 
and New Zealand to consult these 
Dominions with a view to obtain.

Pilsudski Paper Complains~-That

BERLIN, July 24.—Border clashes 
between the frontier troops of Po- 
land and Lithuania have resulted in 
the death of one Polish soldier and 
the serious wovwding of two others, 
according to Gos Prawdy, Marshal 
Pilsudski’s Vilna paper. 

This hostile encounter is said to be 
the second within a few days and is 
regarded as endangering the peace 
of the two countries. 

Glos Prawdy also declares that 
Lithuanian troops are massed along 
the border and that as a result 
Polish inhabitants are harassed by 
scouting parties and foraging bands. 

Following upon the récent break in 
the negotiations for the establish- 
ment of trade relations, which had 
been going on between Kovno and 
Warsaw, the Lithuanian Government 
dispatched a note to the Secretary of 
the League of Nations explaining 
that Polish protests against the mili- 
tary manoeuvres being held at Va- 
renai were groundless. 

Varenai is Lithuania’s artille 
practice ground, it was asserted, 
and no accident to a civilian has oc- 
curred there during gun practice. 

M. Woldemaras, the Lithuanian 
Premier, also pointed out that the 
Poles use severa’ points close to the 
border for extensive army manoeu- 
vres and that as a result of this 
massing of troops Lithuania was 
obliged to strengthen her border 
patrols as a matter of precaution. 

Grave concern is felt in Berlin dip- 
lomatie circles regarding the Polish- 
Lithuanian border clash, it was 
learned tonight from authoritative 
sources.

“The complaint was entered at the 
Children’s Court, and Justice Hanson 
then remanded the child to the so- 
ciety. Unfortunately, the attorney 
for the mother made it appear to 
Justice Strong that we were trying 
to assist the father in his divorce 
proceedings.’’

They 
found*the shotgun, containing two 
discharged shells, near Iannello’s 
body: The murderer had thrown-the 
gun from the car as it sped away. 

The police said the murder had no 
connection with any of the. recent 
gang killings in Brooklynand-New 
York, They took Iannello’s finger- 
prints and féund that he had no 
criminal» record.

Board Prepares to Grant Extensions. 
—Appeals Court Recess Con- 
fuses Situation.

WASHINGTON, ‘July 24.—It is 
thought certain that 36 of the 164 
broadcasting, stations which were or- 
dered off the air by Aug. 1 by the 
Radio’ Commission will not operate 
‘after that.date. When the hearings 
for the stations affected by the order 
‘were begun on July 9, Judge, Robin- 
son,. Chairman of..the commission, 
announced that those not answering 
to the roll call’ or filing affidavits by 
mail would: lose their licenses. - 
Fifty-sevei. -of the. stations. did not 
answer,..but_twenty-one..have since 
filed’: affidavits, leaving. thirty-six 
from which’ no word has been re- 
ceived. 

There was considerable confusion 
today among broadcasters as to. 
whether it’ will .be possible for the 
commission, to, announce its new al- 
locations’ before Aug. 1. 
The commission’ plans to send out 
license extensions for thirty. aes. if 
the reallocation plan is not concluded 
on that.date.

Attorneys for. stations which have 
been ordered’ off the air contend that 
any. one Judge of the court may

sion, but some members of the com- 
mission oppose this view. 
Other’ lawyers hold that. the court 
being in recess, any circuit court 
would issue an injunction on the ap 
re of stations facing suspen 
on. 
“Tf the Radio Commission destroys 
the independent. broadcasting sta- 
tions to: make more room on. the air 
for superpower chain stations, it will 
‘have to account to Congress for that 
action;’”?.

Both political parties, or at least 
their National Committees, have 
something of the air of peddlers of 
patent medicines starting out on 
their travels. Issués? Certainly, of 
every kind and in assorted sizes. If 
the Western farmers have political 
chills and fever just now, the right 
remedy can be offered them while 
they wait. Is the blood pressure in 
the South alarmingly high? Just 
také this excellent black bitters and 
reduce it. No ill is too. slight, or 
imaginary, for these vendors of 
political nostrums to treat, Even for 
Republican cold feet in Massachu- 
setts and New York they know just 
what to do. No manufacturer of 
patent medicines ever advertised his 
panacea with more universal claims 
than the politicians, both Repub- 
lican and Democratic, are. making 
for theirs. 

They admit one limitation. Medi- 
cine infallible for Indiana and Kan- 
sas will not do for New York. The 
cure-alls for the Northeast may 
operate as kill-alls in the South. The 
political patent medicine men under- 
stand this perfectly, and are prepar- 
ing to keep their patients, or vic- 
tims, entirely separate, undertaking 
to sell one specific in a certain part 
of the country and quite a different 
One in another. Thus they hope to 
make their treatment a fine blend 
of national and parochial. But how 
can they hope to succeed. in being 
all things to all voters? What they 
Say in the West will instantly be 
telegraphed to the East, and vicé 
versa. Then this year, more fully 
than ever before, the radio is to be 
the great leveler. A speech made in 
Nebraska will be heard in Florida, 
and if it is good for one State it 
May be bad for the other. 

In spite of themselves, the parties 
end candidates will have to speak to 
the entire nation. They cannot mark 
off one section from another, and 
conceal, or try to conceal, the issues 
Which they try, to “sell” in one 
locality, though not mentioning them 
im other regions. In short, it will be 
found impossible to conduct a na- 
tional campaign as if it were simply

The sacred cod, to 
be sure, has been more praised and 
ridiculed, but this is due primarily 
to the fact that the cod is a staple 
food, whereas swordfish are to be 
had only during a brief Summer 
season. 
They are regularly taken off Block 
Island and the eastern end of the 
Long Island Sound, and to fish for 
them’ is still.a mighty sport. The 
preferred way used to be to spear 
them with a harpoon, though as 
commercial fishing spreads this | 
form of sport is meeting itc end. The 
fish are from ten to fifteen feet 
long, very powerful and fast swim- 
mers,. and armed with a ‘‘sword’’ 
which is heavy enough to pierce the 
bottom of a small boat. Good 
fighters, they are at the same time 
dangerous. 
But it is as a food rather than as 
a sport that the swordfish deserves 
special praise, Its flesh is solid and 
rich, not unlike halibut in texture, 
but vastly superior in flavor. In fact, 
not even the Lake Superior white- 
fish or a freshly caurht shad is any 
better. Judging by the observations

Communism in Italy. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: | 

Mrs. Anne McCormick’s letter in THe 
Timks of July 20 gives an impression of 
honest sincerity: The letter’is intended to 
add a new reason to those quoted by you 
when you stated that the Communist threat 
was no longer a danger, if it was ever that, 
when Mussolini came in power. Mrs. Mc- 
“third factor’: 
the action of the Fascists. during. the two 
years preceding the ‘“‘march on Rome.” 

You give as one of the proofs that com- 
munism was no more a danger than the fact 
of the complete failure of the occupation 
of the factories, This was, indeed, the turn- 
ing point. 

At that time, there were no Fascists in 
Italy, or, to be more exact, there were a 
few hundreds of unemployed young men 
around Mussolini, who from the columns of 
his paper, the Popolo d’Italia, was approv- 
ing the occupation of, the factories. The 
magazine Foreign Affairs printed an article 
by Count Sforza showing the revolutionary 
action of Mussolini in that period. ~ 

Mrs, McCormick quotes as a proof of the 
Fascist action even ‘before the ‘‘march on. 
Rome” the. fact that ‘'3,000 Fascists were 
killed in the process.** The truth is that 
the Fascists killed in Sunday’ scuffies with 
Communists in those years were less than 
three hundred. ‘The proof lies in the fact 
that the Fascist’ PartyAhaving boasted in 
1925 ‘of the figure adopted by your corre- 
‘spondent, the Opposition newspapers—still 
living’ then—proved by giving the daily ac- 
counts of Mussolini’s paper that the Fas- 
cist ‘casualties, even when calculated in the 
highly exaggerated way of the Fascist press, 
were less than three hundred. 

May I quote a minor detail out of many? 
Mrs, McCormick witnessed in April, 1921, 
“40,000 Fascist youth’ who ‘marched 
through the etreets of. Rome and replanted 
the Tricolor on the Capitol.’*.

Storehouse of Joseph Barnaby near 
Palisades Amusement Park on Mon- 
day, in which his son Nicholas, 19 
years old, was killed, was caused by 
a dynamite bomb placed against the 
‘building by an-enemy, the Cliffside 
Park police concluded yesterday. 

The explosion was the fourth since 
May 11 in fireworks plants owned 
by Joseph Barnaby and his brother, 
John. 

In the first explosion in May, Jo- 
seph Barnaby’s:storehouse.was blown 
off the Palisades, terrorizing . thou- 
sands of residents in the adjacent 
municipalities. Several women were 
treated for shock, but no one was 
jnjured. Several weeks afterward 
a group of boys confessed they had 
caused the explosion. 

Shortly before midnight of July 12 
the fireworks plant of John Barnaby 
jn Carlstadt was wrecked by an ex- 
plosion that reverberated through 
two counties but injured no. one. 
Again, on July 18, an adjacent shack 
owned by John Barnaby was 
wrecked. It/was unoccupied at the 
time. 

The police of Bergen County imu- 
nicipalities were convinced ~ until 
Monday’s exploston that the blasts 
had been caused by carelessness or 
/spontaneous combustion. But in the 
explosion on Monday in the rebuilt 
shack near the amusement park 
there was evidence that a.bomb had 
been placed on the outside of the 
building, it was said, The cloud of 
white powder that rose immediately 
after the blast was distinctly that 
of exploding dynamite, according to 
the police.

Giving “Business”

The American Association Favor- 
ing Reconsideration of the Wer 
Debts, which has headquarters at 
Ashburnham, Mass., made public 
yesterday .a pamphlet by. Henry 
Bourne Joy’ of Detroit called ‘‘War 
Debts: An Argument for Fair Read- 
justment.**; Mr. Joy writes’from® the 
standpoint of “‘a practical” business 
man.‘’. He was formerly President ot 
the Packard Motor. Car Company, 
President of the Detroit Union Depot 
Company, director of the Federal 
Reserve ::Bank of: Chicago, ‘director 
of the United States Chamber of 
Commerce, director.of the Nation! 
Association of Manufacturers and 
President of the Lincoln Highway 
Association. 

Mr.. Joy suggests that this country 
allow ‘‘offsets’’ to the allied nations 
to make up for their sacrifices’ in 
men and materlals' before this 
country entered. the war, and in the 
months after our declaration of war 
but before our soldiers entered the 
fighting in large numbers. 

“When these loans were made to 
the Allies,’? he says, ‘‘It was no time 
for bickering over terms. We 
wanted to get on with the war, and 
we wanted to help our Allies get on 
with the war. We were glad enough 
indeed to supply them with those 
vast credits which, at the time, we 
clearly understood were necessary to 
aid in defeating our enemy and not 
‘business loans.’ 


Criticizes Debt Commission. 
“Having declared’ war and joined 


in the undertaking, our Allies might 


naturally have expected that we 
would promptly participate. in the 
fighting. But for approximately 
fifteen months we took no materia) 
part in the fighting. 

“It should be noted that when the 
so-called ‘loans’ were made to our 
Allies, no arrangement was made, 
and it was not'broight ‘up by either 
party as to what would be a proper 
charge’ for our Allies to make 
against America for carrying on the 
war until we could appear on the 
battlefront. in. force.” 

Mr. Joy criticizes the “Americas 


War Debt Commission, headed by 
Secretary Mellon, for failing to take 
into consideration the allied sacri- 
fices. He says. the commission set 
about collecting the debts from the 
Allies in “a perfectly hard-boiled, 
efficient, business like manner.’? 

He quotes Secretary Mellon's re- 


port as saying that the debts had}: 
{their origin almost entirely: in pur: 


chases made in the United States 
and that ‘‘the advances by the United 
States Government were for the pur- 
pose of covering these. purchases by 
the Allies.’ 

Traverses Coolidge’s Statement. ° 


Mr. Joy emphasizes the use of the 
word “‘advances,”’ by Mr. Mellon. 
He also quotes the commission’s re- 
port as saying that it regarded the 


advances, ‘‘as loans to be repaid.’ 
‘with. each debt funded on the basis 


of the capacity to pay of the particu-| . 


lar debtor -nation. 

“‘We hold the notes of our Allies,” 
Mr. Joy continues. “Let them pay; 
no offsets to.be allowed. We waived 
our claims against Germany, but we 
demand- of our Allies to the. last 
penny of their ‘capacit;,, to pay’ the 
credits established to enable them to

Quoting President. Coolidge’s 1926 
message to Congress, in which he 
said this country had extended ‘‘very 
generous treatment’’ to the Allies, 
he questions how: generous our at- 
titude’ has been. He also 
the statement made by Secretary 
Hoover. in his 1926 Springfield, Ohio. 
speech, to. the effect that this coun-

TRADE RESTRAINT CHARGED 





Exhibitors’ Association Asserts Dis- 
tributing Corporation Aims to 
Disrupt Organization. 





Supreme Court Justice Sherman 
heard argument and reserved deci- 
sion yesterday on the application by 
the Independent Motion Picture Ex- 
hibitors’ Association to restrain the 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer. __ Distributing 
Corporation from selling films to its 
members on the ground that the lat- 
ter agreed to buy only from the 
plaintiff association. The Court said 
that the case appeared to be one in 
which there were disputed questions 
of fact only, which would have to 
await trial before an order for an 
injunction or otherwise should be is- 
sued, but that if a question of law 
ran through, the case which entitled 
the plaintiff to an injunction pend- 
ing the trial, the Court would. take 
proper action. 

The action was brought by an in+ 
dependent organization of. theatre 
owners which, according to its at- 
torney, Aaron Sapiro, spend about 
$2,000,000 a year out of a total of 
$8,000,000 disbursed in Greater New 
York for films, their greatest com- 
petitors being the theatres controlled 
by the Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer and 
Loew organizations, which buy about 
$4,000,000 a year. Mr. Sapiro said 
that the plaintiff organization was 
formed to enable the independents 
to compete with the manufacturer- 
exhibitor companies and to get high- 


class films berore they had been 
shown in all the houses of the large 
competitors and before ‘‘a]] the good 
is sucked out.”’ 

Mr. Sapiro said that the associa- 
tion had been negotiating with the

Farmers haye two ‘general ways of 
increasing yields of crops, according 
to Dr. R. O. B. Davis ofthe United 
States Department of Agriculture,

method of increasing yields without 
increasing ‘costs: per acre. “Still an- 
other is the use of varieties of the 
crops which have been improved by 
plant: breeding. -. These r. Davis 
points out, are naturally the ‘first 
alds to which the farmer is likely: to 
turn in an effort.to get more pro- 
duetion from ‘his farm. Any in- 
crease in produetion is to a large ex- 
tent net profit. 

The methods of the: other class in- 
volve increased costs per acre of 
pooh For example, better weed con- 
trol gives commercial plants a better 
chance .in-~ competition * the 
weeds, but it costs money, or effort. 
The same applies to more: thorough 
preparation of the seed bed’ and 
more thorough ‘cultivation. A third 
and. increasingly important .method 
is -the use of commercial fertilizer, 
which means a direct expenditure of 
money. In this class’ of improved 
farming methods the increased yield 
is not net: profit. Before a farmer 
will turn to such methods he must 
be convinced that the increased yield 
as: the result. of better cultivation or 
use of fertilizer will return the added 
expense and leave a profit over and 
above the added expense'of growing 
the crop. 

That farmers’ in‘ following ‘one or 
another of several, of. such methods 
have increased yields per acre seems 
to be evident from figures of the 
number of acres, of improved land. 
per capita, which in the decade from 
1880 to 1899 was 5.7; and which de- 
clined to 4:8 acres per —— in’ 1920.

Offerings Exceed Demand and Six 
Positions Show Losses. 


Crude rubber futures receded fur- 
ther on the Rubber Exchange yes- 
terday, closing prices showing losses 


of 10 to 30 points in six deliveries. 
The turnover was 377 contracts, as 
against 74 on Monday. Twelve 
transfer notices were issued. 


Offerings came chiefly from. bro- 
kers witih consumer connections, and 
the little demand that was noted 
came from commission houses and 
dealers. The reaction was ascribed 
to publication of Malaya census of 
rubber stocks, totaling more than 
58,000 tons, and was interpreted bear- 
ishly by traders. Opening prices 


were unchanged to 20 points off.

A flurry of sell- 
ing in the early afternoon, when 
about half of the day’s. volume 
changed hands, reduced values fur- 
ther, the March delivery showing 
the greatest. weakness.

PRENDERGAST GIVES RULING

Consolidated “Gas ‘and Brooklyn 

Edison Willing to Let Lawyer 
Have His Say. 








William A. Prendergast, Chairman 
of the Public Service Commission, 
announced yesterday that the com- 
mission had. decided to adhere to its 
decision a week ago not to permit 
Morris L. Ernst, as attorney for the 
Public Committee on Power, to take 
part in the discussion. of the merger 
of the Consolidated Gas Company 


He said this decision was based on 
the ground that the Public Commit- 
tee was not properly a party to the 
proceedings, It was’ learned, how- 
ever, that officials of the two com- 
panies were willing to allow Ernst 
ample opportunity to state his case 
at’ today’s hearings before the com- 
mission. 

Mr. Prendergast said that Mr. Ernst 
will be permitted to make a state- 
ment at the hearings on nis right to 
appear under the rules of the com- 
mission.. ‘This : statement, 
learned, may be as free and broad 
as Mr. Ernst desires without arous- 
ing any objections by counsel for the 


sible that the commission may see fit 
to rule that his remarks must be 
strictly’ relevant. 

Replies to Telegram, 

Mr. Prendergast’s statement was 
in reply to a telegram from Mr. 
Ernst, asking for an opportunity to 
argue ‘the law on the meaning of 
“a public hearing’? and stating, 
*“Sloan’s statement raises further 
questions.“ The Mr. Sloan is evi- 
dently Matthew S. Sloan, President 
of the Brooklyn Edison Company, 
and the statement referred to, it wag 
suggested, was the one made by Mr. 
Sloan that the merger would result 
in economy of operation and that his 
company had always been willing to 
share all savings with the public. 

In closing his reply to Mr. Ernst, 
Mr. Prendergast said: ‘‘Commission 
will accord you opportunity to make 
statement on question :aised in your 
telegram, viz., meaning of public 
hearing.’’ 

John A. Garver, counsel for the 
Consolidated Gas Company, will pre- 
sent at today’s hearings a statement 
replying in detail to the objections 
raised by the Public Committee on 
Power. Mr. Garver’s statement, it 
is believed, will deal principally with 
the Public Committee’s references to 
St. Lawrence River power and the 
alleged connection between the Con- 
solidated Gas System and the Mellon 
interests. 

Mr. Ernst said last week that ‘‘the 
complete merger of the New York 
City companies eliminates for all 
time. the. possibility that St. Law- 
rence Power will come down to New 
York City unless it is.developed by 
a group affiliated with this one 
Merged company.”’ 

From a source close to both of the 
merging. properties ._the...argument 
was advanced that electricity could 
be generated more cheaply by steam 
at New York plants of the two com- 
panies than it could be generated 
and transmitted here. from the St. 
Lawrence, and that the present)state 
of electrical engineering did not per- 
mit of transmission ‘at so great a dis- 
tanct without great losses in power 
or great expense. 


Explains Mellon Holdings. 


Regarding the alleged influence of 
the Mellon interests in. bringing 
about the merger, it was said by a 
high official of the Consolidated Gas 
Company that the Koppers interests, 


controlled by the: Mellons, bought a 
large block of stock in the company 
as an investment, at about the time 
that. they installed the Hunt’s Point
